‘To the Editor 
Dear Sir,— 


May I claim your indulgencé for a 
brief space to reply to-some’ stric- 
tures contained in the editorial. of 
last Friday's issue ofthe “Advocate.” 

The report of the Council meeting 
altogether quite accurate 
{though I am not quibbling ‘about 
that). What I said was “that I con- 
sidered the present time inopportune 
to consider the resolution relating to 
the letting of the city hall on account 
of the heated feeling existing over 
the Woodsworth meeting.” Ald. 
Turnbull, however, in superior youth- 
ful wisdom. and experience, pressed 
the matter in the so-called interests 
of frae speech, which in reality -had 
nothing to do with the matter, adopt- 
ing the same tactics as ex.-Ald. Gal- 
braith who, with his tisua] adroitness, 
beclouds the real question. 

The Council only had to consider 
whether the Deputy Mayor, Ald. 
Stone, and Commissioner Stephenson 
were justified in the action they took, 
and whether the Council were prepar- 
ed to rescind a resolution that had 
been accepted and ‘acted upon’ for 
some years past. . 

There can be no doubt, I think, that 
the Council took the same view as 
Ald. Stone and Commissioner Steph- 
enson, and that they’were not dis- 
posed to deal With the matter_at the 
present moment. 

My. Galbraith was a member of the 
Council when this resolution was 
adopted’and when the hall was refus- 
ed both the Liberal and Conservative 
parties, and he raised no protest. at 
those Aimes. If he considered the 
resofution an unjust one, or at all 
likely to cause friction and trouble, 
he took no steps to have dt rescinded, 
although he had ample time and» cp- 
portunity. to do-so. -It is only “when 
he realizes that what is sauce for the 
goose is also sauce for the ‘gander, 
that he demands it shall be over- 
ruled dn his favor. If every-, by-law 
and resolution has to be abrogatod in 
favor of everyone who comes along 
with a grievance, then we might as- 


| well bid good-bye to law and order, 


do without a city Council, and let 
every man-do what is right in his 
own eyes. We have had too much in 
the past of people being permitted to~ 
defy the by-laws of the city until they 
have become a standing joke, and 
the man who autocratically demands 
they shall be waived in his favor or 
the project he has in hand, is doing 
the city a dis-service and laying up 
trouble for the city and himself in 
the future, : 

I make a virtue of-holding by~ ‘the 
law as Mr. Galbraith says; and I 
would remind him that it is that 
very virtue that has made the British 
Empire what it is today, and for 
whose sanctity we went to war with 
Germany. ‘ . 

Since I have had the honor of 3it- 
ting on the City Council I have made 
frequent attempts to have the city 
by-laws revised and codified so as to 
conform more nearly to present con- 
ditions and requirements, holding 
that if they are a restriction to busi- 
ness and progress theyshould be 
amended, but I have had no support 
from ex.-Ald. Galbraith, who can only 
see the need when they interfere with 
his own personal notions, irrespective 
of their influence on other people. 
Do not for a moment, Mr. Galbraith, 
imagine you are a second Lord North- 
cliffe and that the “Advocate” is an- 
other London Times, with the influ- 
ence and power to make and unmake 
councils and sway them to your own 
sweet will; it takes a big man to do 
that sort of thing. 

Iam quite aware that Mr. Galbraith 
does not lay much’ stress on consis- 
tency. We-have had ample evidence 
of that fact during the past few years, 
and it is a thousand pities that such 
adecent and public-spivited man should 
have fallen from grace to, develop in- 
to an expert acrobat that it is ‘© ex- 
tremely difficult to follow his move- 
ments from day to day. Unfortunate- 
ly I am so (old-fashioned and moss 
grown to stick to the Liberalism that 
I have believed in for well nigh fifty 
years and yet have a. wholesome 
respect for a genuine Conservative, 
for you know pretty well where they 
stand and why, but it is extremely 
difficult for me to have patience with 
an opportunist whose principles have 
to be changed to suit every passing 
wind of doctrine. 

With regard to the tie sheds, the W. 
BE. Lord Co. may heye been within 
their rights, and without doubt have 
now conformed to the letter of the 
by-law, but I contend now, as I did at 
the time of their erection, that the 
health of the city should have been 
the -first consideration of the Council 
and not the canvenience of any party, 
and when they were moved it shouid 
Have beén Where they would not have 
been a nuisance. On this qustion 
Ald. Galbraith also raised a_ false 
issue to befog the Counéil and citi- 
zens, by his action in antagonizing 
the farmers against us who were quite 
as anxious to serve them and retain 
their good will as himself. 

It is now being more generally ad- 
mitted that thes Union Government: 
‘made a grave mistake in suppress- 
ing criticism of their policies by 
speech and the press during the lat- 
ter years of the war, and their future 
{s viewed by the so-called Liberals 
with a considerable amount of appre- 
hension. Mr. Galbraith was an ardent 
supporter of them, in fact it is said 
he was the chief factor in the return 
of Dr. Clark. -Now he tells us that 
Government suffered us to express 
our minds, Suffered us, indeed. Were 
we then free men or were we Helots 
to be bought and sold in the public 
market as goods and chattels? Is 
this his idea of British freedom and 
his new found democracy? Does he 
forget that one word against the ac- 
tion of the then government was to 
be denounced as disloyal and traitors? 
Does he forget that the hoardings in 
the city were smothered in _ vile, 
lurid-coloured cartoons. denouncing us 
as such, men quite as loyal as he and 
whose sons were even then in the 
trenches facing the foe, whilst others

This would require a foundation of 
concrete, which, upon the assumpt{on 
of a base 20 feet square, would cost 
$400.00. The mason work and cement 
mortar would cost probably $1500.00. 
Fitting up interior, say, $500.00. With 
allowance for inscribed plate, etc., the 
total cost might be $3,000.00. 

Suggestion No. 3 

The Alexandra Hotel: In my opin- 
ion this presents greater possibilities 
than either of the foregoing, and 
might well be considerred in more de- 
tail. I am informed that this prop- 
erty could be purchased for $15,000, 
and the first consideration, after the 
purchase price had been provided for, 
would be the installation of a modern 
heating plant, which would cost from 
$3500.00 to $4000.00. This building, 
centrally located, would be well ad- 
apted for community purposes; and 
with an expenditure of $10,000.00 in 
all upon the building, could be made 
self-sustaining, and provide commun- 
ity accommodation such as auditor- 
ium, billiard rooms gymnasium, lib- 
rary, club rooms, etc. 

In conclusion, personally I feel that 
this opportunity to do honor to those 
men who sacrificed all for us, is a 
privilege which every citizen should 
appreciate.

TROUBLES OF A- 
~ TRACTOR AND HOW 
TO REMEDY THEM 


(T. Lightfoot in Farmers’ Advocate) 


A tractor working in the fields 
needs quite a bit of care ‘tq keep up 
its power, as its loads are generally 
too heavy to pull at a slight loss of 
power. 

I give here a few tips on keeping 
them up to full power. 

When the engine lacks power, look 
for the following causes; 

(1). Valves out of time, adjust 
them to the thickness of a tin card. 

(2.) Carburetor not 
Too much gas or not enough. The 
best way to-adjust a carburetor is 
when the engine is: warm look at the 
color of the flame. A red flame is 
too much gas and not enough air; a 
blue flame is too much air. The col- 
or/of the flame must have a yellowish 
tinge for a correct mixture. 

(3.) Water in carburetor, or gaso- 
line tank makes an engine sluggish. 
Drain carburetor once a day to 6ver- 
come this. 

(4.) The valve may stick or the 
springs: may not be strong enough. 
Make it a habit of putting a few drops 
of kerosene on the valve stems once 
‘a day and you are sure to be free of 
this trouble. Use nothing but cylin- 
der oil on valve stems as pther oil 
may burn and carbonize them badly. 
To keep the engine from losing pow- 
er you must use the right kind of 
cylinder oj]. Not the way most of 
the farmers do, just buy any kind . of 
cylinder ofl for thelr tractor. Get a 
chart of recommendations and select 
the correct grade for your tractor, 
the best ofl is none tdo good. 

(5.) If the engine is still sluggish, 
with the valve adjusted right and the 
mixture is right, the trouble will be 
in the ignition system. Spark plugs 
dirty or not adjusted right. Adjust 
the gaps to 1-32 of an inch. The 
magneto contacts may be pitted, file 
them smooth and adjust to 1-64th of 
an inch. The wires may be short 
circuited; look for defective wires 
and replace them with new ones. If 
wiring is O.K .take off distributor 
from magneto and clean, as it may be 
dirty and worn. If worn, take 00 
sandpaper and sandpaper it smooth 
all around; also look at the carbon 
brush, if worn, file it smooth, as this 
makes a motor miss at full speed, if 
it is not smooth, or the spring not 
strong enough to ensure good con- 
tact with the distributor. 

A weak interruptor spring makes a 
motor miss also at full spged, so keep 
these two parts well cleaned to en- 
sure a good ignition, Use nothing 
but Three-in-One ofl for the mag- 
neto. Other oils gum too much for 
magnetos. Also keep impulse start- 
er on magneto clean and well oiled 
with Three-in-One oil. “This keeps 
the impulse starter free from 
and from sticking, and also ensures 
easier starting of the motor. When 


speed of the armature is _ retarded 
and the magneto will generate 
weak a current for starting. Then 
you will likely blame the magneto, 
when the trouble is with the impulse 
starter. Keep wires away from push 
rolls, as a slight wear of the insula- 
tion of the«wires will let part of the 
current pass through it and give a 
weak spark at plugs. When the 


magneto Js in good condition and the |

more gas and air. ‘Adjust it so it isi 
straight upright when the engine 
stands still. If {it can close it to the | 
opposite side ‘the engine loses power , 


as it shuts off the fuel instead of in-'fR 


creasing it. When an engine runs al- 
right for a little while and then pops 
through the carburetor and stops, ! 
this is a sign that the fuel pipe is 
clogged and the gasoline cannot pass 
through fast enough—clean out, But 
if the engine pounds and gives a sharp 
metal knock, and stops, it is a sign of 
premature ignition, which is caused 
by incandescent sont or carbon, or 
from a piece of porcelain from a spark | 
plug. The best thing to do is io 
clean out the cylinders. Premature 
ignition makes an engine stop and 
loses its power altogether, and if it is 
cooled off alittle while you can start | 
her again, but it will only run three | 
or four minutes and then stop again, 
This happens only in a very badly 
carbonized ‘motor. The only remedy | 
is to clean out the carbon from the 
cylinder and cylinder heads. @arbon 
is formed from too much cylinder oil, 
or too rich a mixture of fuel, and ulso 
from the dusts that are drawn through 
the carburetor. It is vary important 
to keep the air washer full-of water, 
or air cleaning devices ini good order, 
It pays you in the long run. ° 

If engine is hard to start, look for 
the following causes: 

Stale gasoline, a weak spark or 
spark plugs dirty or wet, or carboniz- 
ed spark plug connections full of oil

ies exhausted or short-circuited or' 
terminals dirty, or too much oil in' 
tylinders, or engine too cold. Heat 
intake marifold with a blow torch, | 
but be sure to drain carburetor first, | 
or the gasoline in the carburetor will , 
catch fire and cause sn, explosion. 
Heating the manifold makes & motor 
start a lot easier, as the gasoline vap-' 
orizes when it strikes the hot mani-- 
fold. This also keeps the plugs from 
getting wet with raw gasoline. If 
you prime your engine for starting, 
always prime it a few minutes before 
starting. This gives the gasoline a 
chance to vaporize a little and makes 
starting easier also.

The 
resolution pleaded that the increasing 
cost of living affected farmers as 
well as others, and it was therefore 
resolved that the Nova Scotia Unit- 
ed Farmers here assembled protest 
in the strongest manner against the 
eight-hour day as it would at once in- 
crease the cost of everything grown, 
manufactured, sold, or in any way 
produced. 

The discussion yraxed hot at tim- 
es, and the motion passed,“bnly six 
delegates voting against it. ; 

A resolution adopting the platform 
of the Canadian Council of Agricul- 
ture as the best policy for the ad- 
vancement of the purposes of’ the 
party was adopted after discussion.

all that was dearest to them, also 


‘social life; bearing in mind these 
few things it is absolutely essentiat 
that we arrive at a proper settlement 
based on equality to these men. 
Then, and not till then, will we have 
the present problem adjusted. Why 
is there such a bitterness of feeling 
amongst a majority of returned men 
in our midst? I'll endeavor to ex- 
plain. First, let us revert our 
minds back to the early days of 1914- 
15. The war, in all its horror, was 
upon us; the same demanding the 
_supreme efforts of ‘‘Man,” inspired 
‘with the ‘Flame of Patriotism.” Our 


best, the flower of humanity went 


‘forward into the very verge of hell 
itself and. withstood the terrific on- 
slaught of steel, the like of which the 
world never dreamt, and which, I 
pray: to God, will ne’er witness again. 
However, to get. back’'to fundamental 
facts, as aforesaid, the absolutely fit 
had to go forward in deadly combat 
with the “Challengers of World’s Lib- 
erty.” Such was their part. We can 
now look and see what support was 
_behind us. We find two great armies 
respectively, Industry and Agricul- 
ture, without which we would have 
been helpless, their efforts being ad- 
mittedly as essential as -ours, and 
each as powerful. It is here at this 
‘juncture I wish to ask-“how about 
; equality, of remuneration,” and who 
had, in the name of Almighty God, 
the better of the deal, or, in other 
words, who held the aces of the pack? 
The latter two bodies, 
‘any person with a sense of justice 
will agree with me on that point. 
Here is the situation in a nutshell— 
the men who were in the field of 
battle, notwithstanding all the fright- 
fulness and rigors of warfare, ‘are 
getting a comparatively paltry pijt- 
tance for such services entailing all 
hours and dangers, while the men 
of industrial and agricultural fame, 
some far from the cockpit of Europe, 
are earning fabulous salaries, receiv- 
ing regular meals and comfort un- 
known to them in pre-war days, the 
same resulting, at the cessation of 
hostilities, in large, accumulated 
bank accounts and countless luxuries, 
the latter being displayed under the 
,returned man’s eyes, in some cases, 
as I have unfortunately become ac- 
quainted with, for pure show, or, to 
use a slang word, “swank.” Could 
any of the soldiers. come \back and 
buy automobiles, and other high- 
priced luxuries on the salary they 
were earning? Emphatically not!— 
‘the best portion of their money being 
spent in extra food at the canteens 
and entertainment, while on leave, 
which nobody could begrudge them. 
Weli, the war is over, fortunately for 
some, knowing their sentiments and 
attitude as I do, the like of which will 
drive the majority of returned men 
to extreme views and ideas which in 
turn eventually become part and par- 
cel of them. The hallo-ing and flow- 
er-bedecking has terminated; the 
boys returned have ceased to be a 
toy of amusement. The war, I 
reiterate, is over; the Empire is safe, 
and the strain of thought which runs 
through a good many people’s mind 
is, we'll let the lads shift as “Avon- 


but properly and manifestly wetk a-Guerre,” and that is just where in- 


brought up.

consideration and inequality cause 
the friction, which, as yet, is under- 
current in regard to our men. How- 
ever, the same is very much in exis- 
tence. The set-back which the fight- 
{ng men have undergone has, and is, 
proving quite a serious handicap to 
him; he finds he cannot hald his own 
with those who never ventured forth 
to the “Scene of Dante’s ‘Inferno,” 
and good reasons substantiate his 
not being able to do so. I have, since 
'my arrival back here, made a special 
{study of this “soldier labor” problem, 
and some pitiful, if not deplorable 
disclosures I could relate; in a good 
many. instances the trouble being 
that some people, who had not the 
slightest conception of what this war 
actually was, do not want to under- 
stand the nature of the handicaps the 
men are subjected to. Such people 
have reaped the luscious fruit’ from 
the “War Tree,” and yet they want, 
in fact, demand, the best of manual 
or mental ability from the boys; and 
should they not fulfil expectations, 
are dismissed and, in certain cases, 
are heartlessly discriminated against; 
hence the origin of certain discontent 
aye, more, as a few others ‘who are 
as thoroughly acquainted as I with 
the situation, who have made exten- 
sive study of the question, know. 

had imbued in us a great sense 
of f€llowship, brought the same back

: us, and endeavored to sow and 
cultivate it here, but met with no res- 
ponse. In’ a few words, a: lack of 
mutuality prevailed; however, we are 
yet quite willing. to try once more. 
Let us be mutual in our feelings, un-

New York, April 15.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here this morning show that 
the “overall campaign” of protest 
against the high cost of, clothing ~ is 
spreading rapidly through the south- 
ern and western states. 


At Roanoke, Va., four different 
mass meetings of citizens were held 
Wednesday and last night and three 

overall and one apron club were or- 
| ganized with a total membership of 

1,400. L 
| At Greenville, S.C., many business 

and professional men have adopted 

the overall as their daily garb. Over- 
all clubs have been organized in sev- 
eral nearby towns. 

Every student of the University of 
; South Carolina at Columbia, S.C., has 
pledged h’mself to wear overalls “un- 
til such time as the prices of clothing 
reach a reasonable figure.” 

Fifteen hundred men at Richmond, 
Va., are now members.of the “Old 
Clothes and Overall Club.” 

The chairman of the fair price com- 
mission at Atlanta, Ga. has called 
upon citizens to organize an overall 
club and has purchased three thous- 
and pairs”of overalls which will be 
sold to citizens at wholesale prices. 

At Spokane, Wash., the first chief 
and many city firemen reported for 
duty today in $8 khaki suits. The 
chief said hertafter regulation blue 

‘| uniforms, which cost $72, would be 
required only on formal occasions. An 
| overall-club is organized in Emporia, 
| Kangas. City firemen and policemen 
will wear denim and Rev. G.'C. Bro- 
gan, recently elected mayor, probably 
will be inaugurated wearing overalls. 

Many business men at Roseberg, 
Ore., have signed an agreement pledg- 
ing themselves to wear overalls and 
soft shirts until the price of clothing 
is reduced. 

Several thousand members of the 
Loyal Order of Moose at Detroit 
donned overalls today pursuant to a 
resolution adopted Wednesday night 
calling upon 8,000 members to wear 
rough raiment until prices of cloth- 
ing declined.

SAYS UNION IS DEPENDING 
ON PRESBYTERIANS

Winnipeg, April 14——Just as soon 
as the Presbyterian church dqcides 
| to proceed, church union will be i 
‘the process of consummation in Cana- 
da, Rev. Dr. S. D. Chown, general 
superintendent of the Methodist 
enueens declared today when ques- 
tioned as to the outlook affecting the 
proposed amalgamation of the de- 
| nominations. 

Dr. Chown, however, stated tha! he 
had been approached by representa- 
tives of the Anglican and Baptist 
churches who spoke with authority, 
and who had discussed with him the 


proposal of a larger union embracing | 


both of these latter communions. The 
| opinion he expressed at that time and 
still held, he said, was that’ the 
broader basis of union should not be 
broached until the union problem, 
soon to be ‘under’ consideration, 
should be disposed of. 

“The Methodist church thoroughly 
believes in organic union,” he declar- 
ied, “not only as a means of settling 
‘the Canadian problem in the most 
i satisfactory way, but also as contri- 
buting to the larger union of religious 
forces as viewed from a world stand- 
point. It is ready to proceed when 
the Presbyterians make the first 
| move, as we conceive it is their plfice 
to do. 


We shall not, however, push 


the matter in any way. . 
“We do not need union for any 
financial reasons,” he _ continued. 


“When the question of union of the 
three bodies“ is re-opened we desire 
that it should be closed as quickly as 
possible, inasmuch as prolonged dis- 
cussion resulted in loss of momentum 
which ds injurious not only to our 
own church but to the interests of re- 
ligion in Canada as a whole.”

WHEN THE GIANT HAND FALLS. 


Writing in  McClure’s, Richard 


Washburn Child predicts that some- 


thing is going to happen in the 
United States—a miracle, in fact— 
the organization of the middle classes 
for protection. He calls the mi‘d'e 
classes the Giant Hand, ‘vhich has 
the power to seize control. 

He first defines the class as fol- 
lows: 

This class contains the unorganiz- 
ed laborers who outnumber, many 
times to one, those who canor will be 
organized; it includes the farmers, 
the small manufacturers, the little 
business men, the galesmen, the 
clerks, the professional men, the doc- 
tors, lawyers, priests and clergymen; 
it is the superintendent, the captains, 
Neutenants, office force, and the great 
body of sweating workers who 
our national life. Compared 
this body the organized cohorts of 
capital and labor, now appearing so 
mighty, are a negligible minority with 
feeble fingers. It is the “Middle’— 
the Citizen Class—that owns the un- 
used Giant Hand. 

I have an idea that the Giant Hand 
will be used in America. If it is, we 
can bid farewell to the fear of profit- 
eer or Bolsheviki. 

There are reasons—aren't there?— 
why the Giant Hand should be used? 
How long will the Citizen Class stand 
abuse? 

If you belong to the Citizen Class— 
the class that works, but ’never says, 
“If you don’t come across I'll put you 
into chaos"—you have probably been 
doing a lot of thinking about the way 
the contests—caused by the avarice 
of one or the other of the two better 
advertised classes of capital and 
labor—may be putting you and your 
America over the bumps. 

For instance, you know that our 
dollar has _— shrunk. Where you 
bought four of something for . dollar 
once, you now get only three for a 
dollar, or two or one. 

What did it?- 

One or all of three things did it. 

1. Profiteering. 

2. The using-up of resources and 
man-power, and the upset of orderly 
progress in production caused by the 
war. 

3. Higher wages. 

You are sure of the last; the hits —r 
wages in fields of production ar: dis- 
tribution are facts. You are «ure of 
the second; we can't throw .ien and 
materials into the yawnir™ 
war and still have them As to Num- 
ber 1, your suspicion:.  .ght be arous- 
ed by the very fact taat “big killings” 
have been en-...aon. You probably 
know m*: “who have made their piles | 
suc’. iy, piles that cannot be explain- ; 
ed on the ground that “he actually 
deserved it.” the way a director of a 
grat corporation, who builds up a big 
business over a long period, deserves 
a reward, or a laborer who works 
faithfully with his hand and is thrif- 
ty, deserves it, or a professional man 
who works with his head and contri- 
bu‘es to the godd of the world de- 
Be.ves it.

labor has had. Organized labor pass- 
es a part of its load up to capital, 
and capital, organized too in its quiet 
way, passes the load to you by charg- 
ing up to you in prices the wage in- 
crease plus. And you, with your 
wholly unorganized Citizen Class, face 
the H. C. of L. without having con- 
tributed to its rise and without having 
taken from it any loot. When pros- 
perity is passed around you are not 
offeréd any; when someone has to 
tote the heavy end of high prices and 
high wages you do most of the toting. 
You have probably thought also 
that when the aid of Government is 
sought, it is only organized forces like 
labor and capital that go to Congress 
and get results. Not you and your 
Citézen Class—it is unorganized. You 
have the Giant Hand; but it’s idle. 
You are the majority; but you don't 
count for much. You can remember 
the way organized capital used to 
write parts of our tariff law and -the 
ease with which organized labor put 
through the Adamson Bill. If either 
added to the cost of living, you are 
the man who paid. While people are 
still talking about the rule of major- 
ity, organized minorities walk away 
with the power, and a handful of 
radicals can set us quivering.

‘WORLD'S BROTHERHOOD 


A Wonderful Address To Be 
Next Week.

The citizens of Red Deer will have 
a unique opportunity on Tuesday, 
April 27th, when Sir Richard Winfrey, | 
M.P., ‘ormerly Secretary of Agricul-: 
ture ‘a the British Government, will 
speak in the Presbyterian Church, at 8 
of the 
Canadian Club, on the subject of 
Brotherhood as understood and propa- 
gated by the World’s Christian 
Brotherhood Federation. A great con- 
gress was held in London in Septem- 
ber last in “connection with this 
movement, which® was attended by 
276 delegates, representing 20 differ- 
ent nations. The congress won & 
larger recognition from the British 
press than any similar gathering in 
the last 30 years. A notable feature 
of tho meeting is found in its per- 
sonnel. On the platform were Lord 
Robert Cecil, Prof. Gilbert Murray, 
Mr. Arthur Henderson and others oc- 
cupying similar positions in the 
affairs of the world. Amongst those 
who delivered ‘addresses were the 
Bishop of London, Dr. John Clifford 
and Rey. F. B. Meyer. But perhaps 
the crowning event was the powerful 
address of the Prime Minister, David 
Lloyd George, in which he discussed 
the world situation and pointed out 
the necessity of confidence and good- 
will in all grades of society, and 
among the nations. To promote this 
spirit is the primary object of the 
Federation. A constitution for a 
World Brotherhood Federation was 
adopted at this congress, with the 
motte—“One is your Master, even 
Christ, and ye are brothers.” Canada 
had a representation of fifty-seven 
delegates, and we now have in this 
country an organized branch of the 
Brotherhood in affiliation with the 
World Federation. The Federation 
works on the belief that the unrest 
and troubles of the world, social, in- 
dustrial and international, are due to 
lack of brotherhood amongst men, 
and accepts as its task a share in the

reconstruction of the social, inter- 
national and church life upon the 
foundations of brotherhood. That 
this is the only solution we have 


been repeatedly told in this day by 
the leading statesmen of the world. 
It is along these lines that Sir Rich- | 
ard Winfrey will deliver his message. ' 
Although the movement proceeds on 
broad christian principles, it is under 
the auspices of no particular church 
‘or denomination. Every man who 
approves the principle of brotherhood 
may find a place in jt, and a hearty 
invitation is extended to every man 
in the city and district to attend the 
meeting. The message is primarily 
addressed to men, but the ladies will 
be cordially welcomed, and it is hop-_ 
ed many will attend. ;

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Occasionally _we hear-—not a few 
scathing remarks about the laxity and 
frivolity at the front, appertaining 
to this worthy institution.- -Often the 
Y ds discussed in terms disparaging 
the so-called religious practiceq or 
its lack of religious orders, but par- 
ticularly the fact of many Y girls 
swarming at the bases, wasting 
their time in dancing and ddle recre- 
ation among the boys. Doubtless there 
are a number of well meaning persons 
whose hasty comment upon these 
facts would be that the conduct of 
such happenings was certainly weak 
and silly and that in any case noth- 
ing so sacred as religious sentiment, 
that is, the principle of it should be 
violated on any pretext whatever. 

What were the circumstances of 
such so-called laxity? If we consid- 
er a few things we might agree that 
such circumstances: extenuate and 
even alter the case demanding such 
laxity if we choose to call it so. The 
boys came to the base Y out of the 
trenches and their souls were filled, 
with a passion for things not rough, 
harsh or cruel, not even of their 
soldier life. They wanted change, 
rest, recreation, and, yes, even to 
dance, and they wanted the Y girls 
for this and no others. For it must 
be remembered that others were near, 
for where soldiers are, there you will 
find the “wild women,” the cabaret 
and dance hall, and drink. The Y 
knew all this, and hence made it a 
matter of religion almost that while 
ready to drop with weariness after a 
tremendous day’s work, never to ad- 
mit fatigue while a hobnailed trench 
lad had a flicker of fancy to dance left 
in him. In truth the qualifying factor 
in such conduct was that the Y knew 
where the men would wander and the 
Y in its programme was thoroughly 
persuaded that the means justified 
the end. The Y girls helped to hold 
the men with their never flagging 
gaiety and friendliness and gentle 
manners, and the soldiers often would 
not respond to the women of the 
street when they knew they could go 
to the Y and meet a clean, sweet, 
friendly girl, who was there to help 
him obtain the solace he sought. Fur- 
ther, the Y knew their job, and what- 
ever happened, it was to serve the. 


boys, not to discipline them; they ! 


got enough of that elsewhere, and one 


than. the regular church service. They 
were not thinking a great many of 
these things that we might imagine 
they thought of when face to face 
with death, neither were they afeared 
of as much as we surmised. So the 
Y adopted a similar view ‘point, and 
fitted its programme accordingly to 
this particular real need of the men. 
Of course religious sentiments here 
might get in the way of the “sing- 
soig,” and doubtless some think it 
should, but if dt did and thwarted the 
end, well then it belied“the name, and 
sf it was demanded that it should 
dispense with such an order of ser- 
vice on account of “principle,” then 
that action quite evidently would be 
a grim and cruel shame.

over their troubles and dangers and 
to send them home, if spared, to their 
own people, clean and unashamed.

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HIGH SCHOOL PROMO- 
TION REGULATIONS 


Under the new regulations of the Al- 
berta Department ofEducation, Grade 
TX and Grade X promotions are to be 
based on the judgment of the .High 
School staff as to the pupil’s fitness 
for promotion. Principal Brodie has 
handed in the following details:— 
Recommendations to the Department 
of Educatiomw for promotion will be 
made on the basis of candidate's work 
during the year, regularity of attend- 
ance, ability, attitude and physical fit- 
ness. 

About May 17 a list will be publish- 
ed, giving names of those im Grades 
IX and X recommended for promotion 
without further examination; also the 

names of those who must write final 
school examinations in one or more 
subjects. These examinations will

THE FATHER OF ALL 
FOUNTAIN PENS 


A fountain pen made in 1864 ds still 
in use in Paris. It was patented that 
same year by Jean Benoit Mallat, an 
engineer, and the firm that still 
carries on the business founded by 
him asserts that this was the first 
fountain pen ever made. 


Mallat was the inventor of the 


; gold pen with the ruby point, pernaps 


the earliest writing and most dur. 
able nib ever put in the market. But 
it is necessarily expensive. In 1843 
Mallat substituted iridium as a point 
for his pens. At the same time he 
provided a reservoir for thé ink. This 
was the germ from which grew the 
idea of storing ink in the handle. 
Mallat’s fountain pen differs only 
shightly from our modern ones. It 


y was self-filling, but the flow of ink was 


regulated by a little turn-screw on 
the side. This, however, was soon 
given up, as it~ became clogged. 

It would be interesting to know 
what was the date of the earliest pat- 
ent on a fountain pen in America or 
England.

The 
best of these were shown at the local 
live stock shows and later sold. 
It was next to impossible however 
to secure the class of stock best 
sulted to Ahis purpose with the funds 
available, as it entailed going to the 
larger breeders and paying top 
prices for selected individuals, and 
in all probability the breeders would 
Mot care to dispose of the animals 
of the age most suitable. It was 
Aelt that this work could be made 
more valuable to the province at 
Jarge {f instead of using ordinary 


‘grade steers, animals of higher 
merits could be obtained. In any 
case the cost of labor, feed and 


housing would be the same. 

To Professor A. A. Dowell, Chief 
of the Department of Animal Hus- 
bandry, of the University of Alberta, 
came an inspiration. whereby the 
University was able to get the re- 


quired animals without paying a 
cent for them,” yet giving their 
owners a good return. It appears 


that there are a number of breeders 
fn the province of Alberta who are 
not in a position to do their own 
fitting and showing. Consequently 
their herds suffer from a lack of 
advertisement. Prof. A. Dowell 
evolved a plan by which the breeders 
in this position would get their herds 
advertised at the exhibitions, and the 
University Farm the desired class of
